So Regarded. 


THE POPULACE INCENSED AND 


THREATEN MONARCHY. 


Washington, ' May n-—Special—The retreat, of the 


Spanish Cape Verde squadron is a great disappointment to 
naval officers here. 
It was hoped that it w ould sail for Porto 


Rico and give battle to Sampson's fleet in that vicinity. 
In- 


stead of doing so, however, it returned to Cadiz, with what 
purpose cannot be determined at present. 
The act is re- 


garded here as a confession of weakness, and some look upon 
it as the practical abandonment of Spanish interests in the 
West Indies. There is now no force ol Spain adequate to 
prevent the American occupation of Porto Rico, while but a 
feeble resistance nan be made to the invasion of Cuba. 
' 
What the Spanish policy will be is hard to determine 


and can only be conjectured 
The queeri regent is pleading 


piteously-for the intervention of foreign powers, but finds the 
British lion in the way, a nearly impassable obstacle. Unless 
Great Britain gives her consent a successful intervention can- 
.not be arranged. 
It is certain, therefore, that Spain must 


eat humble pie, abandon Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines and leave herself practically without colonial posses- 
sions and without revenues with which to meet the expenses 
of a profligate monarchy and a costly naval and military es- 


, tablishment 
Her case is almost a hopeless one. 


Change in the Plan of Campaign. 


Washington, May 11—Special—The return of the Span- 


ish Cape Verde fleet to Cadiz has caustd a change ,in the 
plans of the naval war board. Arrangements have been made 
to bring back Sampson's fleet in order to have it unite with 
the army in invading Cuba. 
It is positively announced that 


San Juan will not be bombarded for the present 
That will 


come when the Spanish are driven out of Cuba. 
Eventually 


the Key West fleet, augmented by the flying spuadron, will 
cruise in force against Cadiz unless Spain in the meantime 
sues for a permanent peace. 


Anxious For Peace. 


Madrid, May 11—Special—The people are furious at 


the return of the Cape Verde fleet, which they had hoped 
would give battle to the American fleet. Rioting has been 
renewed. 
The ministers are anxious for the cessation of 


hostilities. 
The government is said to be trying to throw 


the responsibility for making peace on the cortes. 


Cubans Are Brave. 


Tampa, May n—Special—Gomez has written a letter 


to Senor Palma in which he says: 
"I am ready to give the 


American army all the co-operation of my troops for the 
speedy expulsion of the Spanish from Cuba. 
The* time has 


come when Spain will pay for all her crimes. 
We have few 


arms, our army feeds on a devastated country, but our men 
are ready to die rather than surrender. 
If means are given 


us we will triumphantly march on Havana." 


An Effective Blockade. 


Key West, May 11—Special—The blockade of Cuba 


continues effective. 
The shore battery at Santa Clara has 


repeatedly fired upon the'gunboats patrolling the inner line of 
the blockade, but no damage has been done. Several at- 
tempts have been made to draw out the Spanish gunboats 
bottled up at Cardenas, but they refused to fight. 


Movement of Troops Delayed.

and volunteers are ready to accompany the regulars.
